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_, Two short years ago young people from the four corners of Edmonton were brought together to give 
life to Q.E.C.H.S., at the time only a hollow structure of stone, cement and brick. 


Here gathered students from the districts of Wellington, Killarney, Griesbach, Calder, North Edmon- 
ton, and Namao. To add to the mistrust and confusion initially created among the different peoples in- 
volved in this mass integration was the fact that we all originated from different high schools throughout 
the city: Eastglen, to Ross Sheppard, Bonnie Doon to Scona, and even Vic.
